Bar Hill-Dry Drayton Bridleway The County Surveyor cannot include this scheme in his 
estimates before 1974-75, when it would be considered along with other outstanding 
schemes md allocated a place on the list. There is also the problem of misuse of 

the path by farm machinery being driven along it. The Council has agreed to press 
for the work to be done as soon as possible. 

The Central Area All ~esidents should have received a statement of the Parish Council's 
views on the application. The matter will be considered at future Council Meetings 
as the saga unfolds. In the meantime, residents wishing to make their views known to 
the County Planning Department should write to The Southern Area Planning Department, 
Block A, Gloucester Court, Castle Hill, Cambridge, before the middle of April. 

Other Planning Applications The Parish Council is re-submitting its application for 
change of use of the Playgroup Hut. ‘he Bar Hill Developments application for 5 
signs along the A604 was refused bv the County Planners. Applications by S.P.I1.T. 
Fixings and Cambridge Moped Services for shop-fronts were approved by the Planners. 
Applications by Dr. Prandy for an >xtension and by Mr. Chew for a factory unit were 
approved by the Council.

Labour Club 


On 16th March the Bar Hill Labour Club held a wine and cheese party at the Church 
Centre, attended by 60 people. They heard Mick Farley, the prospective parliamentary 
Candidate, say the Labour Party had no policy that would enable greenbelt land to be 
taken over. He was critical of the present Government's inability to prevent 
escalating prices and house rents, and he maintained tnat a policy of confrontation 
in industry, at a time when the poor in this country were, in real terms, becoming 
poorer, is likely to play into the hands of militants and make reasonable wages 
settlements impossible, He appealed for a return to the true principles of the 
Labour Movement which hold that people matter, that there should be democratic 
control over all aspects of life, and that we should work towards the ideal of the 


brotherhood of all mankind. Sse cect aad

Nursery Education ‘The main speaker of the evening was Renee Short, M.P. for Wolver- 
hampton and President of the (National) Nursery Schools Association. Following the 
recent Government White Paper on Education, she chose Nursery Education as the subject 

of her speech, claining this area of kducation to be the most important, as this is where 
the real foundations are laid. She claimed that only by ensuring good beginnings would 
later problems, e.g., the amount of remedial teaching necessary in secondary schools, 

be reduced. 

Mrs. Short said thnt 1 child in 10 in Britain has had nursery education since the 
last Labour Government provided money for this age group, and she expressed delight that 
Mrs. Thatcher appecred to have recognised the necessity for w-re provision. However, the 
£30 million provided in the Education budget is little more that the last Government was 
providing for the same purpose through its Urban Aid Programme, and is nothing like the 
minimal £100 million asked for by the Nursery Schools Association. LEAs have to send 
their requirements for Nursery provision to the Minister for Education by 1& May, and 
she urged that pressure be put on the Cambs. LEA by groups in towns and villages to 
ensure that our local needs are part of its plans. 

Mrs. Short's arguments for Nursery Education, as for Pre-School Playgroups were: 
socialising, enabling children to do things thut are not possible at home, so advancing 
physical expertise, and integration of the handicapped or immigrant child. She stressed 
the value to parents, not least in showing some how to play with their children. 

Our nursery provision is far behind that of may countries, and relates to the ability 
of women to return to work once their children are old enough. To meet this need reol- 
istically something more ambitious than the conventional nursery class fron 9 to 3 is 
necessary. Examples of fuller provision were cited - the Coventry Nursery Centre, and 
nursery education on factory premises; such provision would also help unsupported 
mothers to keep children who might otherwise have to be taken into care. 

The present Minister has said that 15% of nursery places should be full-time; this 
is based on the 1967 Plowden Report and is no longer adequate; she has ignored the part 
of the Report stating that in Immigrant and other "Educational Priority" areas 50% should 
be full-time places. Mrs. Short ended by apoealing for more Nursery Teachers and Nurses, 
and more money from the Exchequer to ensure that those who really need the places in 
Nursery Classes do get them. 


Bar Hill Residents Association: Fron the Secretary's Notepad 

Our Open Meetings seem to be an unqualified success, as we now finish prouiptly at 
10.%0 in the School; previously Committee members faced an inquisition from their wives 
when they staggered home at midnight. Our next meeting will be earlier than usual 
because of Easter: Tuesday, 17th April at 8 p.m. in tie School. 

Mr. Monty Nunn, the General Manager of Bar Hill Developments Ltd., recently 
attended a meeting with the Parish Clerk and myself; the following points were discussed: 
Paths (1) Fire Access, Acorn Avenue. One side of this path will be filled in to 
accommodate pushchairs, prams, etc. (2) Between 39 and 40 Acorn Avenue to Play Area. 
It was agreed to extend this path to link up with the existing path in the Play area, 
as this is now well used by Foxhollow residents on the way to the shops. 

(3) Between 5 and 6 Gladeside This path is too narrow for some prams; the Developers 
will consider extending the path at the rear of nos. 1-5 Gladeside as an alternative. 
(4) Main Spine Path, Shops-Playgroup Hut Pending better weather the relaying of this 
path has been left, as there would be no alternative path to the shops. We suggest that 
Residents should put up with this inconvenience for about 2 weeks, until the path is 
safer, and have requested that the work be started as soon as possible. 

Roads Some roads in the Village will be adopted by the County Council for maintenave 
at the end of May. Sweeping We are advised that the Developers are responsible for 
general road maintenance and cleaning at present, and asked that tnese be swept more 
regularly. Fox Hollow, Pheasant Rise ard Partridge Drive will not be covered by the 
mechanical sweeper for a while as the "top loose surface" is still "bedding in". 

A604 Junction ‘he Developers are considering altering the layout of the junction to 
make it safer, in conjunction of course with the County Highways Dept., so that the 
early start to the Flyover will not be prejudiced once A604 improvements are agreed. 
The Mall In principle, a teak seat in memory of Mr. R. A. Burry will be sited at the 
entrance to the Mall. Communal Areas Mr. Nunn agrees to incorporate Play Areas in 
new Phases, and possibly in Phases 3 and 6 with the approval of local residents. 

Rear Gates The Village was built around a system of spine paths, so we suggested that 
houses in 2b, 3 and 6 should have rear access to them; if you wish to pravide your own 
gate,please apply in writing to the Developers. Motoring Association The organisation 
has been wound up due to lack of support; the RHRA has taken over their funds and tools, 
pending possible future re-formation; meanwhile BHRA members qualify for use of tools, 
and should apply to Mike Giddings, 21 “tter Close (80272) for details. Village Centre 
We have stated our basic objections to the proposed plan to the Planners: these are 
similar to those outlined by the Parish Council in its circular; we have also offered 
to carry out a full survey of Residents' wishes, and this will be discussed at the next 
Parish Council Meeting.
